Probably the supplytng of: field com 
forts to fighting men “is one of the 
things ‘most conductive to success in 
war, ‘Ihe soldier who is-in good 
spirits will fight well. Fevery gift 
he receives 4g a message of good will 
from the civilian population: for 
which he is fighting, 

Any nation witch is so inditerent 
to its soldiers as to take no thought 
of supplementing the spartan fare 
of government rations, will find very 
sqon that the solcher is indifferent 
to its: fate, 

The work of the National Service 
Committee found from the executives 
of leading patriotic associations all 
through the whole of Canada, is thus 
a valuable link between the people 
‘of Canada and. their soldier represen- 
It is the means of cConvey- 
ing thanks in a’ substantial form of 
f grateful nation. , : 

The public. has given generously to 
the soldier. It will no doubt be in- 


terested in learning how its ilfts 
are clstributed and what the sold- 
iers think of them. 

In theory it may seem a simple 


thing to tranWer a pair of socks of 
a package of cigarettes from, say, 
Winnipeg, Canada, to a trench in 
Flanders. In actual practice when 
there are thousands of gifts and 
thousands of  recients of varying 
tastes and preferences. It-is a very 
complex act, one which could not be 
done at all without the systematic 
organization which the National Ser- 
vice Committee has perfected. It is 
necessary to find out what the sold- 
ier needs, and to regulate the gifts 
accordingly.
